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TAX SYSTEM OF ILLINOIS. 

The State Board of Equalization 1s now in ses- 
tion at Springfield. The whole sum of State 
taxes to be levied and collected in 1874, includ- 
ing school-tax, is two and a half millions of 
dollars. The cash value of the taxable property 
in the State is, in round numbers, $3,000,000,000, 
of which the Assessors have returned $1,100,- 
000,000. The assessed value of the property, 
therefore, is but 37 per cent of the whole. Six- 
ty-three per cent is lost in the assessment. We 
assume, though we have not the exact figures to 
prove the assumption, that the personal proper- 
ty not found at ali has a cash value of $750,- 
000,000; and that the personal property found is 
assessed, in grossa, at 40 per cent of its actual 
value. The average assessed value of the lands 
and lots is perhaps 50 per cent of the real value.

4. The same results are obtained in the valua- 
tion of real estate (except that none of this es- 
capes assessment), the average in counties rang- 
ing from 25 to 60 per cent of the actual value; 
and as between individuals some persons being 
assessed 20 per cent and others 150 per cent uf 
the actual value of their property. This is the 
system of taxation in the State of Illinois at the 
close of the first century of American inde- 
pendence.

The Board is helpless to remedy this evil, which 
is ineradicable except by the overthrow of the 
whole system. But it can remedy the other and 
glaring evil which taxes intangible property at 
100 per cent, leaving the tangible property to be 
taxed at 40 per cent. That glaring inconsistency, 
that open and confessed violation of the Con- 
stitution, the Board can remedy, and we trust 
will do so. 

The Board of Equalization, ¢ after the 
general exposure already made by Mr. 
Derickson of the working of the val- 
uation system, and the detailed exposure 
which he can make when called upon, must 
be satisfied that the present system of taxation is 
radically defective, can never be fairly executed, 
is a snare and a delusion, a robbery of one man 
and an exemption of another. It can serve the

’.aine, New Hampshire, Maryland, Ohio, and 
illinois , these two methods of choice were com- 
bined. The Executive Cabinet was partly ap- 
pointe i by the Governor, partly elected by the 
Legistatare. In New York, Virginia, North 
Caroli x», South Carolina, Georgia, Mississippi, 
and I idiana, the Legislature elected all Uabinet 
officers. This was also the rule, in 1820, in 
Massa chusetts, but it was afterwards so changed 
that that State, like Vermont, Pennsylvania, 
Delaw are, Louisiana, Kentucky, end Tennessee, 
gave ite Governor the appointing power. In 
the last half-century, « revolution has 
been wrought. Office after office has 
been made elective, until now the people are 
claraoring for the right to vote for their own 
Postmasoxrs. The abuse of patronage has no 
doubt hal much to do with this. The reaction 
against # might go too far. It is well worth 
consideration, however, whether the Governor 
of a State should not have the power which the 
President enjoys of choosing his own official 
advisers, by and with the consent of one branch 
of the law-making body. Then, if amything goes 
wrong, the Executive is responsible. He cannot 
dod ge that fact. Now, if a Secretary of State or

‘Ths same system 
could ibe carried into effect in lower sets of 
offices. It might be especieilly applicable in 
large ci ties.

The regular meeting of the Board of Police 
Commissioners was held yesterday afternoon. 
The smaller items of business were dispensed 
with, and the geasion of the Board .givea to the 
consideration of a charge preferred . against 
Policeman Christopher M. Ryan by Sergt. Ever- 
sold. The charge was,’ “‘ Conduct unbecoming 
an officer,” in leaving his beat, ete. The Assist- 
ant City-Attorney appeared for the city, and 
Thomas Moran for the defense. Mr. Byan, it 
will be remembered, is one of the three policemen 
whose names have been associated with the re- 
cent alleged “abduction” of one Lillie May 
Rees, the dircumsteances of which have already 
been given to the public in these columns. Tha

MRS, ELIZABETH REE, 
sworn: Live at 353 Fourth avenue, and have 
four in family. ‘ My daughter is in her 15th year. 
Her name is Lillie May Rees. allege, evening, 
two weeks ago, she went on Gallagher’se beat 
against my orders. When she dane home [ 
whipped her. The next day, Tuesday, in the 
evonirig, a girl passed the house, and my deugh- 
ter’ followed her.” “Directly afterward I 
heard the barn door open, which 
Was unusual at that hour. I looked for her, Dut 
couldpot find her. Ihave nos seen her sifice. 
She was acquainted with Mr. Ryan, but he never 

visited the house, I knew him only to speak to 
him.

In the afternoon before leaving bome she was a 
good gel, but had been *‘pouting” nearly all day. 
She left home about 9 o’clock. Bhe acted straage. 
She was wilifal and obstinate, and would plan a 
great deal in her own miad. I de not know 
whether Ryan had anything to do with her leay- 
ing or not. I knew my daughter's handwriting. 
[Counsel bere presented the witnegs a letter. } 
She did not recognize the bedy. of the letter as 
being wiitten by ber daughter, but said the sig- 
nature was hers. I never mads complaint to of- 
ficerw about them talking with Lillie. I 
threatened to Peterson Wf I 
caught him talkingto her, Gallagher used to visit 
my house, but through éuriosity only. 1 did 
not believe théere was any affection between 
them. Il saw yan a few days after she leit 
home. He told me that he had seen my daugh- 
tér on the corner of Twelfth atrect ana Third 
avenue on the night she left.

JOHN MOONEY 
sworn: I know Mr. Ryan. He was at my 
saloon some time ago. He hada basket filled 
with clothes, and wanted to leave them 
with me over night. A man called for the 
basket and told me that Ryan had sent him. 
Ryan brought the basket in the morning. Tho 
basket was called for the next night. Ido not 
kaow who called for it, but he was not a police 
man. I1donot know what was in the basket. 
Ryan had ‘his uniform on when he left the 
basket, but J cannot swear that he did 
or did not tell me that the basket 
contained his sister's clothing. I. think 
I should know the man who called for the bas- 
ket if l should see him. I questioned the man, 
and was satisficd that he had authority to take 
the basket. (Here Mr. Owen Callahan was 
brought before the witness, and, after some 
delay, was recognized as the man who called for 
slic basket.) I know Officers Gallagher, Peter- 
pon, and MeNorton.

sworn: Tam an engineer. I went to Mooney’s 
saloot to get the basket. I was sent by Lillie 
Rees, and she told me to tell Mooney that Officer

Cross-eraminel—Met 
Peterson on Fifth avenue the Thursday after 
she left home.

I gave her the address of the 
Nevada Hotel, where she went along with me, 
and got work. I had met her before at Gal- 
laghet’s sister’s. She was discharged from the 
Nevada Hotel in a few days for incompetenhcy. 

MRS. SUSAN M’DONNELL 

I live at 383 Third avenue; know Lillie 
Rees. I was at Mrs. Rees’ the afternoon before 
she went away. Iwas present at ® conversa- 
tion between Ryan and Mrs. Rees on Twelfth 
street. He told om that he mot’ Lille 
the night she left home, @od that she 
told him that she was going to live out 
on the West Side. He told me that 
he knew the folks she was going to live with, 
and would come and tell me the next day. He 
did not come, however+“1 met him a few days 
after, andasked where she was, bat he did not 
tel] me.

and which were caused, he said, by immersion 
in the water,

JOLIET & NORTHERN INDIANA.. 
From the New York Tribune, Aug. 29. 

A strange contest has recently been begun 
concerning the bonds of the Joliet & Northern 
Indiana Railroad. A number of these bond- 
hdiders are residents of thig city, and much in- 
dignation has been expressed at the action pro- 
posed by the Michigan Central Railroad Com- 
pany. The history of the case is substantially 
as follows: 

The Joliet & Northern Indiana Railroad was 
built twenty years ago. Its stock, divided into 
3,000 shares, was valued at $300,000. In build- 
ing the road it became necessary to issue mort- 
gage bonds to the amount of $900,000. 


The rate of interest was, fixed at 8 per cent. : 


These bonds were negotiated chiefly on the 
strength of a lease contract with the Michi- 
gan Central Railroad. This was a perpetual 
lease, and the Michigan Central was to pay 
yearly $2,000 a mile, or $89,000 for the lease of 
the road. With this money the 8 per cent inter- 
est on the bonds and stock was to be paid. The 
bonds were to ruv for twenty years, and were 
consequently payable on July 
semi-annual! coupons have fallen due they have 
been paid out of the money obtained for the 
Michigan Central's lease. As the last coupon 
became due the bondholders became anxions for 
the redemption of their bonds. 
& Northern Indiana Railroad was, of course, 
unable to redeem them. 

Meantime, a large portion of the capital stock 
of the road had been taken by heavy stockhold-- 
ers in the Michigan Central, and still other stock 
had been bought up, as Opportunity offered. 
Accordingly it happened, when the bonds be- 
came due, that of the 3,000 shares capital 
stock of the Joliet & Northern Indiana Railroad, 
2.248 shares were owned by the Michigan Cen- 
tral. A meeting of the Directors of the Micn- 
gan Central was held on Aug. 4, to decide ov a 
course of action with relation to the Joliet Road. 
It was then decided to issue a circular to the 
Joliet bondholders, stating the action which the 
Michigan Central was willing to take. The pos- 
tion of the Joliet Company toward the boui- 
holders was thus siated: 

“The Company, nntil 
the mortgave & foreciosed, will be in the receipt 
of an atinnal rent from the Michigan Central 
Railroad Company of $89,000. It will owe the 
mortgsge bondholders a debt, that has matnred, 
of $500,000. The mortgage bondholders must 
either negotiate with the Joliet & Northern iv- 
diana Railroad Company for a renewal of the 
$800,000 loan, upon terms to be agreed upon, or 
a foreclosure must take place, which will term- 
nate the lease, and leave the bondholders a prop- 
erty probably insufficient to repay the debs for 
which it is morigaged: 

“Tt is clearly, then, for the interest of both 
the bondboiders and the Joliet & Northern In- 
diana Railroad Company that the lease should 
not be extinguished by foreclosure, and that 
some new atrangement should be made for aa 
extension or a renewal of the morteage bonds. 
With regard to the stock of the Company, there 
ave 3,000 shares of capital stock, of which the 
Michigan Central Railroad Company holds 2,243 
shares, leaving 757 sharea in the hands. of pri- 
yate stockhvlders who may, by the tenor of the 
certificates, have been led to suppose that the 
regular continuation of dividendsSupon tbe 
seme depended solely upon the leasé being car- 
ried out by the Michigan Central lLailroad Com- 
pany, in view of which such stockholders are 
entitled to special .consideration, if it can prop- 
erly be accorded to them. To further which 
view, said stockholders should be allowed to ex- 
change their stoek for bonds, each five shares of 
stock being entitled to a bond of $500. It is 
therefore the clear duty of the Jolie: & North- 
era indiana Raiiroad Company, if such exten- 
sion or revewal is bad, or exchange of stock 
made, to appropriate the entire rental—after re- 


ental expenses—firsat, to the payment of 

e interest on the renewal bonds, and the bonds 
issued in exchange for the 757 shares of stock, 
and the residue to form a sinking fund for the 
payment of those bonds when they mature. It 
was therefore voted ‘that this Company pro- 
poses to the bondholders to issue new bounds of 
$1,000 each, numbered from 1 to 800 inclusive, 
payable in twanty vears from July 10, 1874, when 
the old bonds matured, or soover if the accumn- 
lations of the sinking fund shall suffice, witb in- 
terest at the rate of 6 per cent, payable semi- 
anntgily. ~ This Company also proposes to the 
holdérs of the 757 shares of stock, « issue for 
each five shares of stock surrendered a 6 per 
cent bond of #5V0, payable as above, conditioned 
upon the carrying out of the above proposed ex- 
change of bonds. The interest on the proposed 
bonds to be secured by the application of the 
rent receivable from the Michigan Central Rail- 
road; the baiance of the said rent, deducting 
necessary incidental expenses, to constitute a 
sinking fund for the payment, first, of the bonds 
pumbered from 1 to 800, inclusive: and, second, 
for the payment of the bonds of $500, proposed 
to be exchanged for the said 757 shares of stock.’ 

“ By carrying out the proposed arrangement. 
it will be found that there will be a semi-annual 
payment to the sinking fund of about $18.00, 
which, if invested so as to produce at the rate of 
6 per cent interest, compounded every six 
months, it is estimated, will yield an amotnt 
rather more than suflicient to pay the principal 
of ali the bonds in twenty years. The original 
mortgage will still continue in force unti) the 
final payment of the proposed 6 per cent bonds, 
the old bonds being held uncanceled by thustees, 
in order that the provisions of the mortgage may 
be carried out if necessary, thus making the 
new bonds secured both by the original 
mortgage and the accumulations of the 
sinking fund, and the bonds issued im ex- 
change for stock secured by the sinking fund.” 

The owners of the 757 shares are now indig- 
nant at the proposition of the Michigan Central. 
They claim that they are entitied to 8 per cent 
interest, and are unwilling to compromise. They 
pronounce it an outrage that they should be com- 
pelled to accumulate a sinking fund for the pay- 
mentof their own bonds, and, at the end. of 
twenty years, find the road the property of the 
Michigan Central. So large a portion of the 
stock is owned by the Michigan Central Rail- 
road, however, that the few outside bondhold ers 
are well nigh helpless. They are determined, 
however, to maintain their claim to an 8 per 
cent bond, and the matter may yet reach the 
courts. 

FREIGHT MATTERS. 
THE ST. LOUIS BRIDGE. 

An agreement has been concluded between the 
Illinois & St. Louis Bridge Company and the 
various railroad companies interesied, and trains 
will begin running across the bridge regularly 
about Sept. 1. The Bridge Company under- 
takes to haul ail freight across with its 
own motive power, and to provide ware- 
house room in St. Louis. _ The Union 
Railway & Transit Company has contrasted 


locomotives, and also the side-tracks and 
warebouses in St. Louis. Extensive buildings 
are to be put up, and meantime temporary piat- 
forms and sheds are provided for freight, and 
also temporary passenger accommodations. The 
passenger depot will be at Eleventh and Poplar 
streets for the present, and there willealso be a 
local depot at Main street. The permanent 
Union Depot is to be between Twelfth and four- 
teenth streeta, on Poplar, and work on it will be 
begun soon.

MOOLEY'S. 

In promising the intolligent portion of this 
commupity true devotion to their standard, Mr. 
Hooley probably committed himself to a policy 
without really understanding the strength of the 
support which his clients would give. What- 
ever doubts he might bave had upon the subject 
are allayed for the time being by the size and 
composition of the andience which was gathered 
to welcome the company which the press has not 
hesitated to praise in advance, depending upon 
reputation and hearsay evidence. The audience 
was larger, and intelleciually superior, to any 
which Mr. Daly’s celebrated company drew out, 
with but two exceptions. This is encouraging. 
It waited patiently pefore it condescenaed to ap- 
prove, which meant that the manacement bad 
stooped to no extraneous aid inthe wayof a 
clacque. This was more encouraging. And. 
lastly, the audience was critical, becausé it 
seized with spontaneity and enthusiasm the 
gems of the evening in be actinc. 
With tbe assurance that such an opening 
gave, the management may feel that their active 
exertions are heartily appreciated by that very 
class for whose anhusement they have labored.
